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IMPORTANT WAREHOUSE DECISION. 


The Court of Appeals last week 
rendered a decision that is of im- 
portance to every wholesale dealer or 
purchaser of goods stored either in 
public or bonded warehouses. It is 
the first decision rendered by the 
highest court of the state determin- 
ing the question whether a ware- 
houseman is or is not absolutely 
bound by a description of merchan- 
dise contained in his warehouse re- 
ceipt, and makes clear the extent of 
the liability of the warehouseman to 
deliver the packages described, but 
does not make him responsible for 
their contents, which may be entirely 
different from what they are pur- 
ported to be by the marks thereon. 
The facts in the case just decided are 
substantially as follows: The de- 
fendants, in March, 1885, issued ware- 
house receipts alleging that they 
held in store deliverable ‘‘on re-: 
turn of this receipt and payment 
of storage and charges, 1,500 bar- 
rels Portland cement.” There 
had been actually delivered to the 
warehousemen the stated number of 
barrels of something which was on 
each barrel described as Portland 
cement. The plaintiffs guaranteed 
the repayment of money advanced 
upon the receipts, and testified that 
they relied in doing so upon the 
statement contained in the ware- 
house receipts that the defendants 
had received the stated number of 
barrels of Portland cement. The 
material in the barrels was found, on 
investigation, to be clay or some 
other practically worthles3 substance, 
the plaintiffs were compelled to pay 
the note, and they then brought suit 
against the warehouseman to recover. 

The court examined and reviewed 
very thoroughly the decisions in 
other states and in the lower courts 
of this stute upon the subject, and 
reached the conclusion that, in the 
circumstances, the plaintiffs were not 
entitled to a verdict, thus reversing 
the decision in the court below, hold- 
ing that the warehouseman was not a 
guarantor of the quality or even that 
the contents are actually what they 
are purported to be, the warehouse 
receipt merely describing the mer- 
chandise as it is described by the im- 
porter or owner, by the bill of lading, 
or by marks on the packages, which 
may be deceptive. We copy from the 
decision of tbe Court of Appeals, as 
follows: 

We think the language of the receipts is 
merely descriptive of the barrels which de- 
fendant received. 

Itis meant to deseribe their outside ap- 
pearance, and that they were in truth marked 
and represented to be Portland cement. It 
eannot be that the language properly con- 
strued coul! mean that the warehouseman 
warranted such contents. If that were the 
meaning to be attributed to such a state- 
ment, the warehouseman could be safe only 
after he examined critically and cautiously 
the contents of each box or barrel which he 
received. Todo so would consume a great 
deal of time. and frequently necessitate the 
employment of experts who dealt in or were 
judges of the particular article claimed to be 
delivered and they would have to make such 
an examination of the articls as its nature 
demanded before an opinion could be ar- 
rived at. 

Any one at all familiar with the business 
of a warehouseman knows that he could not 
transact business if he were first to examine 
the contents of each package, barrel or box 
of merchandise which was delivered to him 
and so packed as to cover and conceal the 
real nature of the goods delivered. 

A warehouse receipt does not differ i» this 
respect from a bill of lading. Inthe one case 
the warehouseman agrees to keep, and in 
the other case the carrier agrees to transport 
the goods which he receives, but the ac- 
knowledgment of delivery either to the ware- 
houseman or to the carrier is essentially the 
same and the same rules govern in the inter- 
pretation of the receipt. 

We have seen that the chara ‘ter of the rep- 
resentations made by defendant was nothing 
more than that he had in fact received 1,500 
barrels of what purported to be and was de- 
seribed to him as, and what he believed was, 
Portland cement, packed as such cement was 
usually packed, and bearing the outward 
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indicia of such article. There is in such case 
no room for the application of that principle 
which decrees that when one of two equally 
innocent persons must suffer from the fraud 
of a third that one should suffer who has en- 
abled the third person to commit the fraud. 
Upon the proper construction given to the 
language of the receipt the representation 
contained therein was true. If, however, 
the plaintiffs chose to regard a mere de- 
scription of the outward appearance of prop- 
erty packed in barrels asa representation 
and warranty by defendant that the con- 
tents were actually as described in the re- 
ceipt, and to advance money upon the faith 
of such alleged representations, the fault 
lies wholly with the plaintiffs, who placeda 
degree of faith in the correctness of the de- 
seription which was totally unwarranted 
from the nature of the transaction, and for 
which the defendant ought not to be held 


responsible.

PAINT TRADE PROSPECTS. 


The flattering prospects of the 
spring trade in paints as outlined in 
the interviews with representive 
houses, published in these columns 
last week are more than substatiated 
by the statements since received from 
other prominent peoplein the trade. 
Orders which have been delayed by 
the unfavorable weather of late are 
now beginning to pour in and the 
problem presented to most manufac- 
turers, grinders and importers is, how 
can these orders be filled promptly 
and satisfactorily? On all sides, indi- 
cations of the beginning of a brisk 
spring season are multiplying, and, 
unless all signs fail, the spring trade 
of 1893 will be far better than that of 
any corresponding period for years 
past. 

Within the past week orders have 
been received here for immense quan- 
tities of dry and oil colors and ready 
mixed paints. In some instances the 
orders have been accompanied by the 
request that the goods be shipped by 
express, conclusively proving that 
distributers have allowed their stocks 
to run down to the point where it is 
impossible for them to fill orders with- 
out the immediate assistance of man- 
ufacturers and importers, and bears 
out the often repeated statement that 
the dealers will be compelled to make 
large purchases this season if they 
intend to meet all of the demands of 
consumption. 

So far prices for none of the staples 
have been affected by the increased 
demand, or the prospect of a large 
consumption. Competition which is 
exceedingly keen in the paint line, 
keeps values down very close to the 
cost of production. Until conditions 
governing the supply have materially 
changed, or unless there should be a 
veritable boom in trade this spring, 
there is little danger that prices will 
advance to a considerable extent if at 
all. 
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THE SCARCITY OF LOGWOOD. 


The manufacturers and dealers in 
this important factor of the dyestuffs 
trade are daily expressing consider- 
able concern about the future supply 
of logwood. The present spot supply 
is almost entirely exhausted and or- 
ders are only filled after great diffi- 
culty. There is little or no wood on 
the coast of Hayti, and as none is 
being cut in the interior by the na- 
tives, they being entirely occupied by 
the coffee crop, the situation is rap- 
idly assuming a serious aspect. 

Jamaica, upon which we rely greatly 
for considerable wood, is entirely en- 
grossed with the banana crop, 
and until that is harvested we 
can expect no help from there. 
The greater bulk of the logwood 
has been sent to European ports to 
satisfy contracts formerly made, and 
this has greatly taken from the local 
supply. To make the dearth more 
evident the surplus stock which is 
generally carried by manufacturers 
a3 a precaution against cases similar 
to this, has become nearly depleted, 
and for this reason, when a cargo is 
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received, it goes quickly into con- 
sumption. 


While values have greatly ad 


vanced on all the best grades of log- 
wood, none being procurable lower 
than thirty-five dollars per ton, the 
values of its principal product, ex- 
tracts, has remained stationary, deal- 
ers in but few cases realizing more 
than one-quarter to one-half cent over 
quotations that were in vogue at the 
oommencement of the year. 
ports of logwood to London during 
the year 1892 was only two hundred 
and fifty tons, while the imports for 
1893 was three times greater, or seven 


The im- 


hundred and fifty tons. The stocka 
year ago was three hundred and eight 
tons, while the present stock now 
held is six hundred and ninety-two 
tons, an increase of three hundred 
and eighty-four tons of the latter 
year over the former one. 
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NITRATE OF SODA. 


Again the market has been cleared 


of stocks, and the trade is anxiously 


waiting for fresh arrivals. As we 
have shown in previous articles the 
supply has not been adequate to meet 
the ordinary demands of consumption 
for some time past, but this is not 
due to any material increase in the 
consumption, so much as to the fact 
that goods which should have long 
since arrived, and which would have 
been more than sufficient to meet the 
needs of consumption, have been de 
layed in transit by unpropitious 
weather. The few holders of stock, 
and their holdings amount to but a 
tithe of the spot supply usually avail- 
able at this season of the 
year have taken advantage of 
the present emergency to mark prices 
up to extreme figures. Within the 
week buyers have been compelled to 
pay two and a half cents per pound 
for spot goods, and they found it ex- 
tremely difficult to secure any con- 
siderable quantity even at that ex- 
treme figure. 


There is, however, little prospect 
that the period of high prices will be 
continued much longer. There isa 
big stock on the way, as will be seen 
by reference to our reports of goods 
to arrive, published on another page, 
and although stress of weather may 
delay some of the shipments, it is ap- 
parent that the time is near at 
hand when supplies will be abun- 
dant. In March there are no 
less than 980,000 bags due at 
the various Atlantic ports, and in 
the following month six vessels are 
scheduled to arrive, with an aggre- 
gate of 85,000 bags, to be followed in 
May, so far as is reported, by about 
64,000 bags. It will be seen therefore 
that, conditions being favorable, 
there are no fears to be entertained of 
an actual scarcity during the next 
few months. On the other hand. 
several of the vessels now due 
have been out for such a long 
period beyond the ordinary 
time consumed by them in com- 
ing from the west coast, that 
it is not unreasonable that some 
fears for their safety should be enter- 
tained. If they do not arrive within 
the next week, there will be very good 
reason to doubt that they will ever 
reach their destination. The vessels 
for which the greatest fears are felt 
are the Western Monarch with about 
15,000 bags, and the Grandee with 
gome 14,000, both of which should 
have been here long since. Return- 
ing to the question of supply ana de- 
mand, it has been figured out that 
the consumption in the United States 
is 2,500 bags per day, and at this 
rate the actual visible supply is not 
largely inexcess of the consuming 
requirements of the country.

- PETROLEUM NOTES. 


W. L, Mellon is extending his pipe 
line from Undercliff to the Wildwood 
field. It will be a three-inch line and 
about eight miles of pipe will be re- 
quired to connect up the two fields. 


The question of gas supply in the 
Ohio fields has caused the General 
Assembly to take measures to prevent 
old wells from overflowing the terri- 
tory. A bill which was adopted re- 
cently provides that the owner or 
operator of any well when about to 
abandon or cease operating the same, 
and before drawing the casing there- 
from, shall securely fill such well 
with rock sediment to the depth of 
200 feet above the top of the first oil 
or gas bearing rock, in such manner 
as shall prevent the surface or fresh 
water from penetrating to the oil or 
gas bearing rock, and also as shall 
prevent the gas and oil escaping 
therefrom. 


The Ohio side of the Sistersville 
field loomed up again with an increas- 
ed production of several of its old 
wells. J.T. Jones drilled his No, 11 
Talbott into the second pay and in- 
creased its output to 50 bbls an hour, 
making it at present the largest pro- 
ducer inthe field. The Matson Oil 
Co.’s No. 8 Witten, after suspending 
operations for some time started to 
flow again at the rate of 30 bbls an 
hour. The same company’s No. 9, on 
the same property, has been drilled 
into the sand and is showing for 150 
bbls a day. The production of the 
field has been advancing for the past 
week, having averaged 19,500 bbls a 
day. 

The Philadelphia Gas Company 
drilled its No. 2, Martin Clever in the 
McCurdy field, into the second pay. 
On the previous day the well was pro- 
ducing 10 bbls, an hour from the first 
pay streak. It wasdrilled deeper and 
averaged 33 bbls. an hour. Under 
the continued pounding of the drill 
the production continued to increase 
and reached 100 bbls. an hour. The loca- 
tion of the well is of some little im- 
portance, as it showed a little exten- 
sion of the narrow rich streak to the 
north from the D. K. and D. P. Clever 
wells of the Forest Oil Co. It is not 
expected that the belt will extend any 
great distance to the north for the

The Microbe Killer Libel Suit. 


The suit of Dr. Robert G. Eccles 
against William Radam, the manu- 
facturer of the microbe killer, for li- 
bel has at last been disposed of. Dr. 
Eccles has been vindicated and the 
jury have decided that Mr. Radam 
shall pay the sum of $6,060 and costs 
for the privilege of calling Dr. Eccles 
a charlatan and a quack. 

In September, 1889, the Druggists’ 
Circular published an article by Dr. 
Eccles which contained ar analysis 
of Radam’s microbe killer showing 
that it consisted substantially of the 
following ingredients: 

Oil of vitriol (Impure)...... 4 drams, . 
Muriatic acid (impure)....1 dram. 
Red wine, about........... 1 ounce. 
Well or spring w ater...... 1 gallon 
That the cost of this wonderful com- 
pound, exclusive of the jug, was five 
cents or less per gallon, and that Mr. 
Radam and his agents charged there- 
for the sum of $3.00 per gallon; that 
Mr. Radam in his pumphlets and cir- 
culars asserted positively that there 
was no disease in the world which the 
microbe killer would not cure, his 
theory being that all diseases were 
caused by microbes, and that as the 
microbe killer was an universal dis- 
troyer of microbes it could not fail to 
cure all diseases. 

In April, 1890,Mr. Radam published 
inthe St. Paul Herald ,an article in 
reply to some one who quoted Dr. 
Eccles, which contained the defama- 
tory matter complained of, and in 
which he charged Dr. Eccles, among 
other things, with being a quack and 
a charlatan. 

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll and Rob- 
ert H. Griffin of New York appeared 
for Mr. Radam, and Robert Payne of 
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Brooklyn and gd M. Brigham of 
New York, for Dr. Eccles. 

A number of eminent physicians 
from Brooklyn, including Dr. Skeyne, 
testified to the good character and 
excellent reputation of Dr. Eccles for 
skill and ability as a physician, 
declaring him peerless as a chemist 
in pharmaceutical chemistry, and as 
a writer upon medical and chemical 
subjects. The evidence also de- 
veloped the fact that Dr. Eccles 
was formerly Dean and Professor of 
Chemistry,in the Brooklyn College of 
Pharmacy and in a scientific college 
of New York city, and one of the 25 
editors selected by the Oongress of 
aan and pharmacists of the 

nited States, which is held at Wash- 
ington once in every ten yours, for 
the purpose of revising the United 
States Pharmacopceia. 

It was also shown that the defend- 
ant had circulated the libels, reprinted 
in a pamphlet, in the immediate 
neighborhood of Dr. Eccles’ office. 

he defense of Mr. Radam was that 
he had called Dr. Eccles a quack and 
a@ charlatan, applying the words to 
him as a chemist and not as a physi- 
cian, and that his analysis of the mi- 
crobe killer was proof of his lack of 
skill and ability. The jury, however, 
differed from Mr. Radam in this re- 
spect, 

The interesting feature of the trial 
was the cross-examination of Mr. 
Radam, who had stated in his book 
entitled “Microbes and the Microbe 
Killer,” as well as in his circulars and 
pamphlets, that he was the greatest 
American naturalist and the greatest 
living botanist; Mr. Radam failed 
lamentably to establish these claims. 
and presented such a pitiful spec- 
tacle of ignorance and humbuggery 
under the cross-examination to which 
he was subjected, as has seldom been 
witnessed in a court of justice. He 
did not know the meanirg of many 
of the names of diseases men- 
tioned in his remarkable work on ‘‘Mi- 
crobes and the Microbe Killer,’’ and 
finally admitted that a part of the 
book was written by others and was 
utterly unintelligible to him; that he 
knew comparatively nothing of bot- 
any and nothing whatever of natural 
history or of medicine, and declared 
that he did not care to know any- 
thing about these subjects. It was 
also shown that he kr ew nothing of mi- 
crobes except that he thought they 
were the one cause of disease and 
were easily destroyed by his microbe 
killer. Radam admitted under oath 
that he had testified in a former case 
that ‘‘A microbe is simply impure 
air. Pure air is oxygen, impure air 
is nitrogen.’’ This seemed to satisf 
judge, jury and gpectators that Rad- 
man’s claim to be the greatest living 
scientist and microscopist was not 
well founded on the present ideas of 
science, and that he must be some- 
what ahead of or behind the times. 
How he discovered these facts he 
could not explain except bythe lucid 
statement that “nature told him so.”’ 

Through achemist whom Mr. Rad- 
am put upon the stand, it was proved 
that Dr. Eccles’ examination of the 
microbe killer was substantially cor- 
rect, and that it contained substan- 
tially the amount of sulphuric acid 
found by Dr. Eccles, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Mr. Radam pub 
lished with the libel complained of 
an affidavit by himself that he *‘never 
bought or used one dollar’s worth of 
sulphuric acid to make”’ his microbe 
killer. It was also shown on the 
trial by his letters patent, which Mr. 
Radam’s counsel put in evidence, 
that there was sulphuric acid in the 
microbe killer, and that Mr. Radam 
knew this because he made oath to 
its ingredients upon his application 
for the patent under which it is 
made, and this before the affidavit 
above referred to. 

The verdict in this case was not only 
a vindication of Dr. Eccles, his char- 
acter and professional skill, but it was 
also a guarantee that whoever ip the 
future shall take enough interest in 
the well being of his fellow men toex- 
pose similar humbugs who offer for 
sale compounds which would be in- 
jurious if taken as directed, will be 
protected in so doing. It will also 
serve a wholsome warning to such 
persons who have been justly so ex 
posed from attacking the character 
and reputation of the persons expus- 
ing them. 

r. Radam evidently had but one 
idea and that was to get money from 
the public, and he was willing to sac- 
rifice the reputation of Dr. Eccles in 
order to do so. 

While this is an unprecedented ver- 
dict in the way of damages, under 
the circumstances, the case is of also 
more than ordinary importance, for 
the reason that it will very materially 


affect a suit for two hundred thou- 
sand dollars damages against the 
Druggists’ Circular based on exactl 
the same matter, that was institute 
by Radam a short time ago and which 
is likely to be tried in this city within 
the next few weeks.

Spring Trade In Paints, 


Below we give the opinions of a 
number of leading people in the trade 
as to the outlook for spring business 
in paints and colors. This testimo- 
ny,added to that already presented in 
these columns, may be taken as con- 
clusively indicating the probability 
of an enlarged business this season. 

Mr. J. Bodine, of J. W. Masury & 
Co., said that though business ‘had 
only been fair up to the present time 
the later mails had been burdene 
with orders. On Monday last they 
received more orders through the 
mail than on any previous day in 
their business career. ‘There seems 
to be no special reason for this influx 
of orders,’’ said Mr. Bodine, “except 
that buyers have been compelled to 
wait, because of the very bad weather 
we have had recently.

marine business, up to the present 
time has been exceedingly good. In 
fact we hove found it impossible to 
keep up with our orders and have, 
in order to meet the extraordinary 
demands made upon our facilities, 
been obliged to make large ad- 
ditions to our oe capacity, 
There has been a greatly increased 
demand for the better grades of ul- 
tramarine, and in fact all kinds are 
selling freely, the demand being 
greater than ever before in the his. 
tory of: '.< business. We have been 
putting some new brands of printing, 
tinting and paper blues on the mar- 
ket this season and they have already 
met with the most gratifying success, 
They are very fine grades. The ani- 
line business is with us especiall 
prosperous and the demand is suc 
that we have already run short on 
stscks of some kinds and will have to 
work bard to keep abreast of our 
orders.”’

Or- 
ders for spring delivery have been 
coming in freely and there are no in- 
dications of a let up yet.

‘Trade has been very satisfactory up 
to the present time. We have done 
remarkably well, booking orders for 
forward delivery, and have done more 
business during the last few weeks 
than during the corresponding time 
in any former year.

If a perfect 
article is imported as a sample, it 
must either pay duty or else be cut, 
perforated, or treated in such a way 
as to render it unsaleable. Invoices of 
samples are free from consular certifi- 
cation, the fee for which is 15s 10d. 

Exporters cannot too strongly 
advised to have their consular in- 
voices carefully drawn up, as fines 
and the double payment of the import 
duties are frequently imposed, owing 
to faulty invoices. The use of one 
word for another often causes the 
double payment of the import duties 
to be enforced. I will give an in- 
stance, 

An English firm recently sent over 
some linen goods having more than 
12 threads in wrap and woof per % <. 
in., but the consular invoice, whic 
was written in Spanish, stated less 
than 12 threads, so the merchandise 
had to pay double duty. An American 
lamp factory a few weeks ago sent 
some lamp glasses and brass and 
bronze lamps to Mexico, the invoice 
amounting to $177. The cost of trans- 
port to this city came to $23 and the 
duties to $184. Although no fine was 
imposed, aud although the duties had 
not been doubled, the duties were $60 
above what they would have been if 
the merchandise had been declared 
aud properly packed. The goods 
which were packed in five cases, 
weighed 203 tbs.; the gross weight of 
the five cases amounted to 632 ibs., or 
429 ibs. for the package. As such 
goods as lamp glasses are taxed ac- 
cording to their gross weight, the ex- 
porter should use the lightest and 
strongest packing material possible.

Cutting—A New Featare. 


The Humphreys’ Medicine Com- 
any is now having a new experience 
n their endeavor to help the general 

drug trade, Their original plan in 
selling their preparations, was to give 
a discount from list prices to the 
wholesale druggist to pay for the 
stocking and distributing of the goods 
to the retailer, As the demand be- 
came greater, the large retailers 
sought for and received the same 
discount asthe jobber, by purchasing 
their quantity. This did not disturb 
trade so long as the retailers kept the 
additional profit. But we all know 
that the result of this unusually large 
profit created the cutter. The com- 
pany, fully realizing the injustice 
that was being done the average re- 
tailer, decided to return to their 
former absolutely legitimate com 

mercial custom of allowing the dis- 
count to wholesale houses only. Asa 
result of this endeavor to help the 
majority of retail druggists, they are 
now called upon to defend a suit in 
equity in the Court of Common Pleas 
of this city, brought by a retailer who 
formerly received the discount and 
insists that he is entitled to receive it 
perpetually and forever. It seems 
hard for this company to be put tothe 
expense and annoyance in their 
efforts to benefit the general trade, as 
the company receive no direct bene- 
fit; the retailers who formerly bought 
of them, now buy through their job- 
bing houses, so that the company’s 
profits arenot increased. The party 
bringing suit alleges that the Humpb- 
reys’ Company is acting with several 
associations and others to carry outa 
plan to increase the price of their 
articles to the public. As a matter of 
fact, the plan outlired in the above 
originated with the Humphreys, and 
is independent of any plan used by 
other parties. We think they justly 
deserve the support of the entire drug 
trade, both wholesale and retail.

Mexican Customs Regulations. 


It is absolutely necessary that all 
who would trade with Mexico should 
be aware of the commercial usages 
and of the chief customs rules in 
vogue. Cases, bales, and other pack 
ages must not bear more than one 
mark and one number, as, for in- 
stance, “A.B. No. 15.” If the case 
has more marks and numbers than 
those shown on the invoice, a fine of 
not more than1 piastre per case will 
be imposed upon the consignee. The 
maker’s name or advertisement 
stamped upon the case is not con- 
sidered a mark. Shippers of goods 
should, before the vessel leaves, have 
four copies of each invoice presented 
for certification, three of which will 
be retained at the Consulate, the 
fourth (which will be given him duly 
legalized) he must send to the con. 
signee together with the correspond- 
ing consular receipt. Shippers may 
send several cases together by pack- 
ing them in one, if the merchandise 
is all of the same nature, but the 
weight of each case must be de- 
clared as follows; One package,gross 
weignt,...... containing cases, 
each weighing...... If it should not 
be specified that the cases are collected 
together in one package, the customs 
would not find the number of cases 
indicated and would impose a fine of 
from $1 to $50 upon the consignee. 
Such declaration, however, need not 
be made in the case of goods which 
are duty free, or which are usually 
tied together, suchas iron and steel 
bars, planks, fancy boxes, &c. Ifa 
case contains one single article, the 
gross and net weight must be de- 
clared if the article is taxed accord- 
ing to its net weight, whereas the 
gross and legal weights must be 
given if it is taxed according toits 
legal weight, but if according to its 
gross weight, then only the gross 
weight. 

By net weight is meant the in- 
trinsic weight of the merchandise, by 
legal weight the net weight plus the 
weight of the packing material, and 
by gross weight, the total weight of 
the package. 

When one case contains various 
goods paying different duties and also 
any merchandise taxed according to 
its gross weight, not only must the 
gross weight of the package be stated 
on the consular invoice, but also the 
legal weight of each kind of merchan- 
dise. The customs class as *‘samples, 
duty free”’ all unusable partser pieces 
of merchandise. Samples of tissues

Uses of Petroleum in Prime Movers. 


(Continued from page 14 Mar. 6th.) 

The curve for Broxburn Light house 
or Trinity-House oil shows that this 
oil distils over within a comparatively 
limited range of temperature Letween 
150° and 30v° C.—that is, it distiis be- 
tween 302 and 572 F., and so fulfils 
the Trinity House conditions. On the 
other hand, the ordinary burning oil 
supplied by the Anglo-American Oil 
Company, distils at a very low tem- 

erature, and distils gradually, giv- 

ng off fractions of oil which seem to 

increase regularly and uniformly, 
both in boiling point and specific 
gravity, obtained through a wide 
range of temperature. 

This oil boils about 140° C (by ther- 
mometer @ in oe and begins to 
distil about 160° OC; at 215° C only 265 
per cent is distilled, at 230° C 35 per 
cent, at 300° C only 76 per cent, 
at 340° ©. 82 per cent. On fur- 
ther urging the heating flame, there 
was a check on the evaporation in- 
dicated by the reading of thermome- 
ter b falling rapidly, although that of 
awas rising at 358° O., the utmost 
limit of the thermometer used. The 
fraction that distils at any one tem- 
perature varies slightly with the rate 
of heating, Evidently these frac- 
tional distillates consist of different 
hydrocarbons that are driven off at 
the various boiling points. By com- 
paring these distiilates we gain a 
pretty exact notion of the relative 
amounts of light and heavy products 
that are mixed together in the oil. 

Take another American burning oil 
known as waterwhite. A large pro- 
portion of the vapor comes off with 
comparativ ly small change in the 
temperature. Thus. between 180 de- 
grees and 215 degrees O. by thermom- 
eter ain liquid, 55 per cent. or more 
than half the oil is given off. The 
boiling points of the constituents in- 
dicate the water white oil approaches 
more closely to a substance of simple 
constitution, like water, than the oth- 
er oils. Indeed, Mr. Boverton Red- 
wood has pointed out that at the re- 
fineries the first and last portions 
which distil over—technically known 
as “‘tops’” and ‘bottoms’—are re- 
jected from ‘‘water-white,’’ so that 
this oil contains fewer hydrocarbons 
and is, consequently, of more uniform 
composition and simpler constitution 
than the usual run of ordinary kero- 
sene oils. 

From such an examination it fol- 
lows that we must regard these re- 
fined petroleum oils of commerce as 
mixtures of a number of hydrocarbon 
distillates, each fraction having a 
more or less well defined boiling point 
and specific gravity. Consequently 
we may mix together an oil having a 
low flashing point and specific gravity 
with a very heavy oil, sothat the mix- 
ture will have a specific gravity of an- 
other very different substance. By 
fractional distillation we find the 
range of temperature within which all 
the oil distils, and obtain useful infor- 
mation regarding the volatility, boil-

Experiment shows that, in order to 
insure complete combustion, the ex- 
act proportions of oil and air must be 
maintained whatever be the strength 
of the charge required, and every 
spraymaker must be carefully tested, 
adjusted, and the supply passages 
graduated for different conditions of 
running, in order to completely con- 
troi the action of the engine. 

The supply of oil entering the spray- 
maker is regulated by cock or plug, 
worked by the engine governor. ln 
this oil plug there is a small tapering 
hole, widening into a Y shaped notch 
on oneside, Sy slightly turning this 
plug, the supply of oil that passes 
through it can be regulated to a nicety, 
the wide part of the V-notch being 
always covered, so that the oil supply 
enters the plug only at thesharp edge 
of the notch, and it can never be com- 
pletely shut off while the engine is 
running. On the same spindle there 
is fitted a wing throttie-valve, which 
controls the amount of auxiliary 
air entering by the passage. ‘The 
throttle valve passage is carefully 
adjusted, so that the air passing 
through it will always bein the righ}

In any such distillation “cracking” 
may Occur to the oil condensed near 
the exit tube, which falls back into 
the hot liquid and is decomposed into 
lighter products. Still, this action 
may be very slight, because when the 
condensation was reduced by immers- 
ing the neck of the flask in an oil bath, 
it was found that the percentage of oil 
distilled under any given temperature 
(a) of the liquid, say 215° O., agreed 
exactly with that obtained by heating 
the oil in the same flask on the sand 
bath without using the oil bath. 


SPECIFC HEAT. 


When we come to consider in oil 
engines the quantity of heat necessary 
to convert oil into vapor, in the vapor- 
iser, we must know, Ist the specific 
heat of the oil in order to find the 
amount of heat required to raise the 
temperature of the oil in the liquid 
state; and 2nd, the latent heat of evap- 
oration of the oil and oil mixture. By 
specific heatis ment the number of 
units of heat necessary to raise unit 
weight (1 tb.) of the liquid oil one de- 
gree in temperature. From experi- 
ments made on burning oils between 
10° C. and 20° O., I find the specific 
heat of these liquids about 0°4 to 0°5; 
as given in table 1, are rough approx- 
imations. 


V-notch in the plug, to form an ex- 
plosive mixture, no matter how the 
spindle is turned by the governor at 
the normal speed of the engine. Con- 
sequently the amount of oil admitted 
is diminished or increased with the 
exact proportion of air, so as to form 
a strong explosive charge, or a weak 
one, according to the work being 
done by the engine. 

When the engine-speed is very 
slow, far below the normal working 
speed, the additional air may not be 
drawn in rapidly enough, and the 
right compesition of mixture for com- 
plete combustion may not be ob- 
tained, 

In fact, any oil spray makivg and 
vaporizing arrangement works under 
very critical conditions, when supply: 
ing oil vapor in the place of coal gas 
to the internal combustion engine. 
The oil must be taken direct from its 
cistern, thoroughly mixed with the 
right proportion of air, heated to a 
nicety, aud passed into the cylinder, 
ready for ignition, at the rate, in 
some engines, of two to four separate 
charges per second; so that, unless 
the arragement for dealing with the 
heavy oilsis correct, and works with 
unerring precision, there is a ten- 
dency to clog in the working parts of 
the engine. Many difficulties are 
also presented by the complex and 
varied character of the different burn- 
ing oils and intermediate oils at 
present available for use in the cylin- 
der of the common oil engine. 


PRESSURE OF PETROLEUM VAPORS, 


In order to gain some exact notion 
ro the behaviour of these oil 
vapors when compressed in the vapor 
pressure apparatus, engine cylinder, 
we are led to find the relation be- 
tween their pressure and tempera- 
ature. 

The vapor pressure of different oils, 
at temperatures between freezing 
point and boiling point of water, may 
be measured by means of an appar- 
atus which consists of a barometer 
tube, thoroughly dried inside and 
filled with elean mercury. About % 
eubic centimeter of the oil is intro- 
duced above the mercury into the 
Torricellian vacuum at the top of the 
tube, which stands in a long deep 
trough of mercury. The upper part 
of the barometer tube is surrounded 
with a bath which may be changed in 
temperature. 

We may start with the bath much 
below the freezing point of water by 
adding a mixture of snow and galt. 
Then, by draining of this freezing 
mixture and adding fresh water, the 
temperature is very gradually raised, 
say to 0°C.Above 0° U., the water-bath 
is gradually heated by steam passed 
into it, whilst a current of air is 
forced into the bottom of the bath, 
and allowed to bubble up, thus caus- 
ing a continuous circulation, and 
maintaining the temperature of the 
bath fairly uniform throughout, 

After the temperature of the bath 
has been kept constant for sometime, 
note this temperature and the height 
of the mercury column from the sur- 
face in the trough to that of the oil 
above, as compared with the stand- 
ard barometer. 

Numerous heating and _ cooling 
readings should be taken with eaeh 
sample of oil, and as a check on the 
best rate of heating, the bath fre- 
quently kept at the same temperature 
for two or three minutes, to see 
whether the oil vapor had at first at- 
tained its full pressure, correspond- 
ing to the temperature indicated by 
the thermometer in the bath. 

The observed height of the mer- 
cury in the standard barometer and 
in the tube containing the petroleum 
vapor are reduced to what they would 
be at 0° C., the parts of the tube in 
and out of the bath being taken sep- 
arately. The difference between the 
corrected heights of mercury in the 
tube and standard barometer may be 
taken as a measure of the pressure 
with which the petroleum vapor 
pushed duwn the mercury column. 
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LATENT HEAT, 


The latent heat of evaporation of 
any burning oil is not a very definite 
quantity, because of the want of uni- 
formity in the composition of these 
oils. Moreover, the more voiatile 
fractions pass off readily, rendering it 
necessary to evaporate the whole of 
the oil taken, and even then the last 
dregs which have to be driven off are 
likely to leave a slight tarry or gum- 
my deposit, so that for agivensample 
of oil only a mean or average value of 
the latent heat can be taken as com- 
pared with that of water. The fig- 
ures obtained are given with every 
reservation as the result of prelimin- 
ary experiments. Evaporating in the 
open air with heat upplied by means 
of a steady flame, the latent heat of 
Royal Daylight,’’ appear to be about 
1°09 times that of water, ‘‘Russolene’”’ 
somewhat lower, and ‘‘Lighthouse”’ 
considerably greater. Now 1 ib of 
water, at 100° O., will take 537 units of 
heat to convert the whole mass into 
steam at 100° O., hence the average 
latent heat are burning oils is about 
112 x 537, that is, about 600 (ib centi- 
— units or 1,100 British thermal 
units, 

We must bear in mind that petro- 
leum spirit evaporates very readily 
without leaving any deposit. When 
heat is steadily applied by a constant 
gas flame, it is found that a given 
guanity of heat evaporates nine times 
as much of petroleum spirit (sp. gr. 
‘680) as of water under the same con- 
ditians at atmospheric pressure, that 
is, the average latent heat of this 
spirit would appear to be only about 
One-ninth that of water. e@ must 
bear in mind that, for this comparison 
we have to convert all the oil into 
vapor, inasmuch as a smaller amount 
of heat is required to evaporate the 
first half of the oil than for the heavier 
and less volatile portions left liquid 
to the last. Thus, the average latent 
heat of the heavier part of the petro - 
leum spirit, towards the end of the 
evaporation, approaches the latent 
heat of water. 

VOLUME OF PETROLEUM VAPOR. 


However, the spirit expands to 
about one-fifth the volume of vapor 
that water yields. Hence a given 
amount of heat can produce nine. 
fifths or 1°8 times the bulk of spirit 
vapor from petroleum spirit of spe- 
cific gravity “680 that it would of 
steam from water, at ordinary at- 
mospheric pressure. 

The increase in bulk from the 
liquid to the vapor when taken at at- 
mospheric pressure, and standard 
temerature 0° C., is also much 
greater, in the case of light spirits, 
than of the heavier oil. With Meyer’s 
apparatus, and an air bath at 30u°C,, 
I tind for Russolene oil of specitic 
qearisy *824, that the volume of air 

isplaced by the amount of vapor 
formed at this temperature, when re- 
duced to standard atmospheric pres- 
sure and 0° C., shows that the oil ex- 
pands to about 310 times its bulk in 
changing into vapor. Experiments 
with various burning oils indicate 
that the bulk ofthe vapor formed is 
about 300 to 350 times the volume of 
the liquid at atmospheric pressure.

and this thick oily residue left behind 
is practically useless, except as fuel. 

Air charged with gasoline vapor is 
burned for lighting purposes, and 
sometimes used instead of gas in gas 
engines. 

The Simplex carburettor, employed 
with the gus engine consists of a cast 
iron vessel surrounded by a water 
jacket, through which the hot water 
passes from the cylinder jacket iy a 
pipe. A thin stream of oil trickles 
from the oil tank by the graduated 
cock, und, mingling with a stream of 
hot water from the cocks, the mix- 
ture falls on the spiral horsehair 
brush. The oil vapor, water and oil 
pass into the separating chamber, 
where the perforated cork float pre- 
vents splashing, allows vapor, and 
not spray, to pass into the engine 
cylinder, by a pipe and through the 
safety non return valve. The water 
overtiows by the siphon, and carries 
with it the mineral and vegetable 
constituents of the refuse oil, which 
would tend to produce incrustation 
if burned in the engine cylinder.

The Phosphate Mines of Canada,* 
BY H. B. SMALL. 


A curious feature in the Canadian 
phosphate trade is the fact that, al- 
though a large amount of American 
capital is invested in Canadian mines, 
almost the whole of their product is 
shipped to Great Britain and the Eu- 
ropean continent, a trifling quantity 
only finding its way to the United 
States. Considerable crude _ phos- 
phate and a large amount of super- 

hosphate are imported into the 

nited States from Great Britain, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that both these articles are Canadian 


*A paper read atthe Montreal meeting of 
the American Institute of Mining Engineers, 
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| known. With the view of ascertain- 
ing the extent to which such know- 
ledge would be of value, the author 
has carefully examined a large num- 
ber of roots, and the results of his re- 
searches are embodied in the above 
mentioned paper on the subject.

COMPOSITION OF STARCH, 


Starch is by far the most abundant 
and universally distributed of non- 
roteid reserve food materials found 
in plants, and it always exists in tne 
form of corpuscles or granules.

Nature and Occurrence of Starch. 


In an article in the Apothecary on 
the “Starches of Root Drugs,’”’ E. 8.

Whilst the kinds commonly employed 
as adulterants are generally well 
known, those naturally occurring in 
crude vegetable drugs are not at all 
familiar, and are frequently quite un-

FORMATION OF STARCH. 


Starch grains, in nearly all cases, if 
not actually in all, are formed by the 
agency of proteid dodies, eithor chlo- 
roplasts or amyloplasts. Tboseform- 
ed in in chloroplasts under the action 
of sunlight, are gradually dissolved 
and trausferred as glucose or other 
soluble carbohydrate to some other 
part of the plant, where it is either 
employed in the processes of growth 
or else is stored again, usually in the 
form of starch, for future use, It is 
this, the reserve starch, which forms 
the conspicuous grains that are the 
subject of the present study. These 
are formed by amyloplasts, partly, at 
least, at the expense of the amylo- 
plast itself, and apg according to 
the investigations of Herr A. Meyer 
and M. E. Laurent, not only from 
glucose and cane sugar, but out of 
various other carbohydrates or bodies 
related to them, such, for example 
as mannite. Strasburger holds, an

SUBSTITUTES FOR STARCH IN PLANTS. 


Next to starch, perhaps the most 
common non-proteid reserve food 
material is fixed oil, and many seeds 
contain this to the exclusion of 
starch, There isthe best reason for 
re however, that fixed oil is 
formed from starch; for in all the 
cases of oily seeds or fruits that have 
been investigated, it has been found 
that in the unripe state the seed or 
fruit contains abundance of starch 
with little or no oil, and that as 
ripening progresses the, starch is re- 
placed by oil. 

There are some plants, however, 
notably many composites, in which 
another carbohydrate, inulin, takes 
the places of starch from the first as 
a reserve food material. For this 
reason we look in vain for starch in 
the cells of inula, taraxacum, lappa, 
etc. From the whole o of fungi, 
also, starch is absent, being replaced 
functionally by some other carbohy- 
drate. This seems to be connected 
with the fact that none of the fungi 
contain chlorophyll, and heace they 
are unable, like green plants to utilize 
carbon dioxide as food. 


CLASSIFICATION OF STARCH. 

As to whether starch grains are to 
be regarded as crystalline or colloid 
bodies, there isa difference of opin- 
ion among high scientific authorities. 
Schimper and Arthur Meyer regard 
them as sphere crystals, but Stras- 
burger controverts this view and 
holds that the layers of starch grain 
are formed not by crystalline deposit 
but by the conversion of successive 
layers of proteid matter. The weight 
of scientific opinion is with Stras- 
burger. There are the best of reasons 
for believing that the polarization ef- 
fects produced by starch grains are 
not due to crystalline structure but 
to stress or strain, of the same nature 
as the polarization of glass when it is 
subject to strain. The polarizing ef- 
fects are precisely such as would be 
produced in any transparent solid 
composed of layers, the inner ones of 
which were keptin a state of stress 
by the compression exerted by the 
outer ones. Moreover, when by use 
of a swelling reagent, snch as caustic 
potash solution, the outer layers are 
made to expand by the imbibition of 
water, the polarization effects imme- 
diately disapwear. Were the solid 
particles of a crystal thus forced 
apart by wate: each particle would 
still exhibit polarizatian phenomena, 


TISSUES CONTAINING STARCH, 


The tissues which most commonly 
coutain starch, or which contain it in 
largest quantity, are those of the 
parenchymatous series, though it 
sometimes occurs in the latex of lati- 
ciferous tissues, and even in ducts 
and tracheids. In the stems of dico- 
tyledons it occurs chiefly in the par- 
enchyma of the middle and inner bark, 
in the medullary ray cells, and in the 
cells of the pith. In the roots of 
these plants it has a similar distribu- 
tion, being for the most part confined 
to tne middle and inner bark, and 
the medullary rays, pith not being 

resent in these organs. In succu- 

ent stems and roots, of course, italso 
commonly occurs in the xylem tissues 
of the fibro-vascular bundles. 


Animal Charcoal as a Decolorizer. 


BY T. R. CARSWELL. 

That animal charcoal must be a 
mixture of substances of variable 
composition and properties goes with- 
out saying. We are therefore obliged 
to start with the commercial article 
and refine it or alter it as we think 
proper, in order to make it service- 
able for the special purpose to which 
itis to be applied. A complex mix- 
ture of substances of variable compo- 
sition when treated by any given pro- 
cess, must of necessity yield a pro- 
duct of variable composition, andif 
the proeesses employed also vary, the 
chances and extent of variation will 
be greatly increased. The difficulty 
of dealing with such a substance by 
any pharmacopooial authority will 
now be apparent, 

In a recent paper on “Carbo Ani- 
malis, B.P.,” by Mr. Hodgkin 
(Pharm. Journ, [3], xxiil., p. 192) it 
was hinted that it is impossible to 
“purify” animal charcoal to the 
standard required by the British 
Pharmacopeia. This means that the 
compilers of the Pharmacopceia have 
ordered the production of asubstance 
which they only knew in their imagi- 
nation. 

In the old Edinburgh Pharmaco- 
poecia the process is similar to the 
present official process, excepting 
that the charcoal is ordered to be 
boiled after the two days digestion. 
As the result of the process, we find it 
stated that ‘‘when incinerated with 
its own volume of red oxide of mer- 
cury, it is dissipated, leaving only a 
scanty ash (1-200th).” It is impossi- 
ble to conceive that the latter state- 
ment could have been made as the 
result of anything but actual experi- 


ment. Whether sueh a_ case 
is a commonly occurring one 
is altogether another question, 


as is also its commercial practica- 
bility in general. This only leads to 
the obvious inference that the com- 
position of the peonass depends on 
the nature of the mixtures started 
with for any given process. In deal- 
ing with the various methods for the 
purification of bone-black, and giving 
the results of an extensive analytical 
examination of the resulting pro- 
ducts from an ash point of view, Mr. 
Hodgkin states that not one of them 
can be held to give a really pure or 
satisfactory article, and goes on to 
state that ‘‘The authorities have evi- 
dently been under the impression 
that animal charcoal consisted of car- 
bon and calcium phosphate and in- 
finitesimal quantities of other sub- 
stances, whereas there are present 
such as phosphate of iron and alum- 
ina which, after carbonization of the 
bones, become soluble with very 
great difficulty, and are not easily re- 
moved.’’ 

But it may be asked what is a 
pure and really satisfactory animal 
charcoal? Is charcoal synonymous 
with carbon? Will charcoal which is 
a satisfactery article for one partic- 
ular operation be a satisfactory one 
for any other? Doubtless the phar- 
macopeeial authorities were aware 
that bones contained iron in common 
with other parts ofthe animal organ- 
ism, and that on incineration iron 
would be found in the residue of 
fixed salts. The boneblack used in 
Mr. Hodgkin’s critical examination 
contained a larger ‘ones of iron 
oxide, alumina, and silica than many 
carefully prepared samples, and it is 
evident that it belonged to a class of 
bone black (partially fused) which is 
the product of a very high tempera- 
ture. The Pharmacopeia defines 
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bone-black as consisting principally 
of carbon, and phosphate, and car- 
bonate of calcium. Did the bone- 
black used by Mr. Hodgkin fairly 
answer to that definition? I think 
not. Carbon as such would not alter 
the solubility of iron oxide or phos- 
phate in mineral acids, nor to any 
considerable extent prevent its re- 
moval, and the same would apply to 
calcium salts. If a charcoal answer- 
ing to the official definition were used 
there is, therefore, no reason why di- 
geston with warm hydrochloric acid, 
as in the B. P. process, should not re- 
move the mineral matter to the extent 
required. However, thereis no doubt 
that the commercial article, as usually 
found, does not yield the results stated 
by the official process, though there 
is evidence that some charcoals yield 
different results from those given by 
Mr. Hodgkin. 

Most charcoals contain a small 
quantity of oily-looking matter in a 
very intimate state of admixture, 
which offers great resistance to treat- 
ment by mineral acids, even boiling, 
and doubtless protects the mineral 
matter from the action of such acids. 
I have come across a charcoal which 
yielded to benzine a considerable 

uantity of such matter in combina- 
tion with iron. This would probably, 
in some cases, account for the colora. 
tion of such liquids as acetate of amyl- 

It has been remarked that the ques- 
tion really is, ““To what extent is it 
worth while to purify animal char- 
coal??? In my opinion the question 
really is, “To what does animal char. 
coal owe its useful properties and how 
can its maximum usefulness be at- 
tained?’ It has been further remark- 
ed that ‘“‘What the actual decolorizin 
agent in animal charcoal was, he di 
not think anyone knew.”’ Why, then, 
should we expend labor and money in 
treating charcoal by certain processes, 
if we do notfirst know to what 


it owes its useful properties? 
If it owes these _ propertiesto 
the mineral matter, why _re- 


move it; and if to the carbon, how 
best can such a product be obtained? 
If chezically pure carbon be required 
for medicinal or commercial purposes, 
ways and means would very soon be 
found to produce it. 
Knowing from previous work the 
extraordinary power of minute quan- 
‘ tities of iron, especially in presence of 


calcium salts, in uniting with and fix- 
ing large quantities of some organic 
substances, the following experiments 
were carried out in order, if possible, 


to answer the question formerly put— }" 


To what does animal charcoal owe its 
useful properties? or at least to eluci- 
date some points towards a solution of 
the problem. The materials of ex- 
periment were in each case digested 
for one hour with 200c.c. ofa standard 
solution of caramel, indigo carmine, 
or magenta, a portion filtered off and 
the percentage of color removed esti- 
mated. The experiments may be con- 
veniently tabulated asfollows. Char- 
coal means always animal charcoal:

You will observe from experiments 
1, 2, 3, and 4, that within certain limits 
large increases in the quantity of 
charcoal used do not perform amounts 
of work at all proportionate to those 
increases. It will be observed that 
there is only 15 per cent. of difference 
in the quantity of color removed even 
when the quantity of charcoal is 
doubled. 

Calcium phosphate is very gener- 
ally put ferward as operating largely 
in the industrial uses of charcoal, and 
it will be noticed from experiment 6 
that in the case of caramel the com 
mercial article can lay good claim to 
considerable decolorizing power, but 
experiment 8 shows that this depends 
greatly on its state of purity, the 
sample for the latter experiment hav- 
ing been specially prepared in a purer 
condition. In experiments 7 and 9 
where the decoloriziug power has 
risen to 70 and 64 as against 58 and 22 
in experiments 6 and8, Wetherefore 
conclude that an increase of iron re- 
lative to the quantity of calcium phos- 
phate increase the decolorizing power. 
Are we to conclude, therefore, that 
the decolorizing power of calcium 
phosphate depends on the quantity of 
iron which itcontains? In order to 
decide this point experiments 9and 10 
was carried out, and it was found that 
where 0°2 grain of ferrous sulphate 
was added the percentage of color re- 
moved was 40 against 64 where 1 grain 
was added, from which we deduce an 
affirmative answer to the above query. 

A reference to experiment 11 shows 
that this property is not peculiar to 
the phosphate, but that the carbonate 
is at least as good, and I shall show 
later thut some conditions it is a 
better decolorizer,

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Experiment 12 was p2rformed in 
order to determine whether iron in 
the ferrous or ferric condition aided 
the decolorizing power the more, and 
on comparing the result with that of 
experiment 5, we find that iron in the 
ferric state is the more favorable for 
this particular coloring matter. 

The results of experiments 13, 14 
and 20, indicate that in the case of 
caramel, in a mineral acid solution, 
charcoal produces complete decolori- 
zation, in an alkaline solution no de- 
colorization takes place, and in the 
presence of a vegetable acid the de- 
colorization is only partial. It is in- 
teresting to note that if the coloring 
matter be partially removed by char- 
coal from a caramel solution and the 
liquid filtered, the remaining color is 
immediately and almost completely 
precipitated by the addition of a min- 
eral acid. 

1f my proposition be correct then I 
should be able to raise the decoloriz- 
ing power of a charcoal to any given 
standard by effecting certain changes 
in its composition, either by the addi- 
tion or abstraction of certain sub- 
stances, or by both. Experiment 15 
was therefore carried out, and you 
will observe by comparison with ex- 
periment 1 that less than halfthe 
quantity has performed the same 
work as the original charcoal. 

Turning our attentton from char- 
coal to some inert substance, I have 
taken. kaolin as representing sucha 
substance. From experiment 16, 
however, you will see that it is not 
quite inert but possesses a decoloriz- 
ing power represented by 20, which is 
due, no doubt, to some extent to mere 
surface adhesion. On performing ex- 
periment 17, which is the same as ex- 
periment 15, only substituting kaolin 
for charcoal, you will observe that 
the decolorizing power hasrisen from 
20 to 82, as against 76 to 91,as was the 
case when dealing with charcoal. 
That is, I have prepared an artificial 
mixture with a decolorizing power 
greater than the sample of animal 
charcoal and nearly as good as the 
sample manipulated as in experiment 
15. Atthesame time I have shown 
that the decolorizing power of char- 
coal depends on the presence of cer- 
tain metallic salts and compounds in 
certain proportions. and I have also 
proved indirectly that carbon has

There has been but little activity 
noticed throughout the several de- 
partments cf this market during the 
week, and but little business has 
been transacted. Lard oil has ruled 
firm at full prices, Cottonseed oil 
has been dull, and cocoanut owing to 
the weakness in tallow was easier. 
The other oils, fish, mineral and veg- 
—— remain quiet with values main- 

ned. 

















Vegetable Olis. 


Linseed Oil.—There have been all 
sorts of rumors floating around the 
market during the past few days, and 
as these generally eminated from 
‘Wall St.°’ considerable allowance 
must be made, though it is generall 
inferred where there is so muc 
smoke there must be some fire. The 
trade was somewhat surprised on 
Thursday to receive notice from one 
crusher who has been a sort of a free 
lance around the trade raising his 
his price from 46 to 48c the sameas the 
combination. The only inference to 
be drawn from this action, it 
is intimated, is that he eith- 
er sold largely ahead at the old 
price in anticipation of a break in 
prices or that he had crushed up all 
of his cheap seed and at present price 
of seed he could not afford to sell un 
der 48c. There has been a good job- 
bing demand as the season advances, 
all of which has been satisfied at cur- 
rent prices. Nearly all of the large 
consumers have considerable stock on 
hand or yet to be delivered of cheap oil, 
hence their indifference about mak- 
ing future contracts at present prices. 
The market cioses only barely steady 
at 48c for raw, 51c for boiled and 58c 
for Calcutta. As we £° to press it is 
announced that the National Linseed 
Oil Co. have advanced the price 2c 
per gallon to take effect on Monday 
next. 


Cottonseed Oil.—The weakness of 
tallow and lard have had a depress- 
ing effect on the market during the 
past week. ‘Buyers evidently are 
waiting for something to turn up and 
are not inclined to make bids except 
at such a low figure as to exclude any 
possibility of making a trade. Prime 
crude is offered at 52c with 49c bid, 
while summer pellow is nominally 

uoted at 60c without attracting bids. 

here has been considerable crude 
rejected this week on account of its 
quality. These lois have been sold 
in a@ quiet way at very low prices, 
which have not been made public, in 
order not to depress the market any 
more than it is at present. As the 
soap kettle is the only outlet for this 
class of oil it is readily inferred, a low 
prices must be named in order to in- 
duce this class of purchases. While 
trading here has been ata standstill 
there has been, in a quiet way, a 
movement on foot which has resulted 
in sales aggregating several thou- 
sand barrels of crude and refined at 
the mills in the south, full particu- 
lars of which have not yet been made 
public, as the transactions have not 
et all closed. aor in the week a 
ot of about 3,000 bbls, which was ex- 
pected to be reshipped here from 
Trieste, was sold there at better 
figures than this market would 
allow. It is understood that this lot

will go to Rotterdam. There were 
also sales of 1,000 bbls prime crude at 


46c looge f o b mills and 1,000 bbls sum- 
mer yellow at 60c delivered at Chic- 
ago. Our New Orleans correspond- 
ent wires as follows: ‘Market quiet, 
prime crude loose 43@46c, refined, 
60@6ic."" There has been consider- 
able anxiety on the part of some 
holders to sell white oil. A lot of 500 
bbls was freely offered at 63c, but 
buyers evidently were not looking for 
this grade of oil. The market closes 
dull with prime crude offered at 52c,and 
49c bid; summer yellow 59@60c with- 
out bids, Soap stock offered at 2c. 
On the 8th instant Messrs. Hopkins, 


Dwight & Co. issued the follow- 
ing circdlar letter: ‘One feat- 
ure of the oii market this 


week has been the improvement in 
the price of crude oil. There have 
not been very many outside lots to be 
had and as the mills are under lighter 
holdings, and lard until to-day has 
shown some steadiness, the demand 
for prime crude has been sufficient to 
advance the price to 52 cents which 
has been paid for: all lots offering 
that were strictly prime. The 
other noteworthy feature with re- 
ard to the crude market has 
een the appearance of more off 
grade crude oil, and we fear that 
there will be still more of it in propor- 
tion to be seen on the market for the 
balance of the season. It is very dif- 
ficult indeed to dispose of all oil that 
is not strictly prime in quality. The 
market is decidedly quiet at the ad- 
vance, and an improvement in the 
trade for compound lard is very 
much needed to give more vitality to 
the oil market. There is no export 
demand for other than white oil. 
White oil however, is now down to 66 
cents, and the Continental demand, 
which had become quiet for a while, 
has again taken hold of this grade of 
oil to some extent, and prevents any 
accumulation of stock. As to yellow 
oil, no large lots have changed hands, 
and the business has been very quiet 
in this particular. Sixty cents is the 
asking price, but there is so little 
doing that it is hard to say what 
could be dope with a large 
lot, should it be forced for sale. 
We und rstand that the foreign oil is 
now being shipped to this country. 
While this has been a dull week in 
oil, yet prices have held their own 
pretty well as compared with that of 
other articles which go into com- 
outd lard, For instance, oleo stear- 
ne, which had been as high as 13\c 
is now down to 10%c, while tallow, 
which had reached 8c, closed at 6\%c. 
The duliness in the trade for com- 
pound lard, brought about by the high 
prices, has now continued for about 
six weeks and the demand for com- 
pound lard still remains the key to 
the situation as to prices. It is real- 
ized by everyone that prices for lard 
are high and there is likely to be al- 
ternately weak and strong markets 
because of the ease with which the 
smail stocks of pure lard will permit 
of manipulation by the markets for 
some time to come. We are very 
much afraid that we will have a very 
unsatisfactory market for the bal- 
ance of the season, especially in 
the handling of off grade goods. 
Wherever their quality is such as to 
prevent thei: use for compound lard, 
the price will have to be very much 
lower than present market rates and 
we may see a very great difference 
between the price realized for good 
oil and for that that is very nearly as 
good, but not sufficiently good to be

The Manufacture of Palm Oi. 


The chief flowering season of the 
oil palm in the neighborhood of 
Lagos is during the September and 
October rains, the second and less 
rainy season of the year. The fruit 
takes from four to five months to de- 
velop, the main crop coinciding with 
the Harmattan or desert wind, which 
blows in the months of December 
and January from the Sahara to the 
sea. This dry and cold wind is sup- 
posed by the natives to assist in 


ripening the fruit, and they have a 
ee that a strong armattan 
brings plenty of palm oil. Experi- 


ence, however, tends to show that 
heavy rains during the flowering 
season have a more decided influence 
on the crop. During the months of 
February, March, April and May, the 
palm trees are in full bearing and 
the main crop of the year is gathered. 
The waterways are then busy with 
flotillas of trading canoes, the lagoon 
sides gleam with fires, and _ the 
hoarse songs and shouts of the 
natives at work are heard through- 
out the night. Tne trees continue 
to bear small ——— of fruit dur- 
ing the remaining months of the 
year, but the amount of palm oil pro- 
duced for shipment is comparatively 
small. 

In order to gather the fruit the 
trees are climbed with the help of 
two stout ropes which are passed 
around the stem and serve as a sup- 
port to the worker. By one of these 
the tree and waist of the climber are 
loosely encircled, leaving the body 
considerable room for freedom of 
movement. At both ends of 
the other rope are loops through 
the larger of which the left 
leg is passed to the thigh, while the 
right foot rests in the smaller loop. 
This rope is somewhat shorter in pro- 
portion than the body rope. By this 
means a cradle is formed, in which 
the climber rests by the weight of his 
reclining body and the pressure of 
his feet against the stem. The waist 
rope is held inthe hands and jerked 
up against the tree, The body is then 
thrown backwards so as to put afull 
strain upon this upper rope, while the 
feet are planted firmly against the 
tree and worked alternately upwards, 
carrying the lower rope with them. 
In this way a man can walk up apalm 
tree with great rapidity and ease, and 
on arriving at the top can move both 
nands freely, while aenrng pete com- 
fortably on his ropes. The rough, 
scaly excrescences on the stem of the 
oil palm (bases of old leaves) kee 
them from slipping down, though 
they offer no resistance to their up- 
ward movement. The “hands” of 
fruit are cut with a small native 
hatchet with a narrow triangu- 
lar blade, and are trimmed and 
cut with a cutlass. They are then 
put in a heap and are covered with a 
thin layer of palm leaves, and left to 
stand for a period varying from four 
to ten days until fermentation sets in. 
Care is taken that this process should 
not continue for toolong. As soon 
as the nuts become loose in their 
sockets they are removed by hand 
and put into baskets. In order to be 


able to pick them out more easilyjthe 
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“heads” are cutinto small pieces with 
acutlass. A hole is dug with a chan- 
nel leading to it, and a large earthen- 
ware pot holding abouteleven gallons 
is placed upon bricks which are bal- 
anced on the edge of thehole. By 
this means a thorough draught and 
an equal distribution of heat are se- 
cured. 


Boiling Process.—The bottom of 
the pot is plastered to an inch anda 
half in thickness with a mixture of 
wood ashes and water, the object 
being to secure a steady heat, which 
could not otherwise be obtained with 
irregular fire. Five or six double 
handfuls of dried palm kernel shells 
are then thrown into the hold, fire is 
made with the dried refuse of the 
pericarp of the nuts, and logs of wood 
about the thickness of a man’s wrist 
are used as fuel. About fifty six 
pounds of palm nuts (Yoruba for palm 
nut, Enyin) are put in the pot and 
covered with water. They are then 
boiled foran hour and a half or two 
hours, until the pericarp is soft 
enough to be squeezed easily between 
the fingers. A little water is added 
from timetotime during the boiling 
process in order to keep the nuts cov- 
ered. No oil exudes during this pro- 
cess. 

Mashing Process.—When consid- 
ered to be sufficiently soltened, the 
nuts are strained in baskets, and put 





into a canoe which has been hauled 
oP out of the water for the purpose. 
They are then trodden with the bare 
feet by natives, who support them- 
selves on two sticks as they stamp 
heavily backwards and forwards in 
the canoe, pressing with a peculiar 
twisting motion of the feet so as to 
strip the pericarp from the kernels. 
The feet are carefully washed both 
before and after the treading process. 
In this manner it takes forty-five 
minutes for three men to tread two 
hundredweight of nuts. 


Washing Process.—Cold water is 
then poured into the canoe to the 
depth of three or four inches above 
the pounded mass, a portion of the 
canoe about a third of its length 
being dammed off for this purpose by 
the material in process of being 
washed. The fiber of the bruised 
pericarp is stirred up in water with 
the hands, grasped in handfuls, sep 
arated from the kernels, shaken two 
and fro with a switching motion in 
the water. thoroughly squeezed, and 
thrown aside in baskets. While this 
is going on the water is ladled up and 
poured rapidly from a height out of 
calabashes back into the canoe. The 
remaining fiber is separated from 
the kernals and sieved out by side- 
long blows of a small basket. Neither 
the fiber nor the kernals float on the 
surface. After ashort time the wa-

ter in the canoe becomes {covered 
with a thick gamboge colored scum, 
which is driven together by agitating 
the surface of the water with the 
fingers, and is skimmed off with the 
double hands into a floating calabash. 
This scum contains the oily particles 
which have been set free from the 
bruised pericarp. It is of the con- 
sistency of thick cream, and is full 
of minute air-bubbles. As the water 
in the canoe gets muddy, with a pe- 


thrown out and fresh water is added. 
This ;process is repeated until the 
whole of the material has been thor- 
oughly washed. The fiber is then 
placed in a mortar and beaten, and 
afterwards washed again, after which 
it ia pressed into balls with the hauds 
and put into the sun to dry. The 
kernels are placed in baskets, and 
afterwards dried in the sun and 
cracked between stones for export as

The Manufacture of Palm Oil. 
(Continued from page 31.) 


which are annually shipped from 
Lagos. The kernel shells are used 
for firing and are made _ into 
blacksmiths’ charcoal. The oil 
is now ladled out of the _ pot 
into whichit has been skimmed, and 
is placed in another pot on the fire. 
About one eighth of its bulk of water 
remains in the pot in which it has 


been standing. 

Clarifying Process.— While the 
crude oil is being clarified by boiling, 
it is carefully sieved by passing a 
small basket through it so as to re- 
move all fragments of fiber. By this 
means also it is kept well stirred. 
Considerable care has to be used in 
regulating the fire so as to avoid ex- 
cessive heat. After boiling about 
half an hour the oil is seen to turn 
almost blood red, while the water 
upon which it floats is of a yellowish- 
green color. The oil is now carefully 
skimmed off, and strained through a 
small basket into an earthenware pot. 
After standing in this for a few min- 
utes it is again skimmed with a small 
calabash into a five = jar, into 
which it will eventually be sent to 
market. As the water begins to show 
in the lower portion of the oil, it is 
submitted to a further process of 
boiling, and is skimmed again. 

The whole process of palm oil mak- 
ing, from the bciling of the nuts to 
the final skimming of the oil, takes 
from eight tu fuurieeu hours, accord 
ing to the quantity dealt with and 
the number of persons employed. It 
is usual to begin work at about four 
o’cl: ck in the afternoon, and to work 
all night, washing aud skimming the 
oil in the cool of the morning Fiom 
careful experiments carried on under 
my supervision. I tind that two hun- 
dredweights of palm nuts give ex- 
actly two imperial gallons cof oil, or 
an average of a gallon a hundred- 
weight. As an average yield ofa 
hundredweight tv five trees is con- 
sidered a fair crop, eounting male 
and barren trees, it would appear to 
produce 3,000,000 gallons of palm oil 
annually exported from Lagos; bo 
less than 150,000 tons palm nuts are 
each year gathered from 15,000,000 
trees. Every stage in the manufac- 
ture of Lagos oil is marked by great 
care and cleanliness and the result is 
a remarkably pure sample of oil. 


The Action of Sulphuric and Nitric 
Acids on Lead of Different De- 
grees of Purity. 

BY PROF, GEORGE LUNGE, PH. D. 


When the enormous quantity of 
lead consumed in the construction of 
paratus for the manufacture of 
chemicals, especially of sulphuric 
acids, is considered, it is remarkable 
that hitherto there has been no cer- 
tainty concerning the necessary chem- 
ical composition of alead which offers 
the greatest possible resistance to 
sulphuric acids, whether pure or con 
taining the ordinary impurities, of 
which we need not regard here any 
except nitrous and nitric acid A 
considerable number of researches 
have been made in that direction, but 
with extremely discordant results, 
While a number of authorities main- 
tain that pure lead resists the acids 
less than that which contains certain 
impurities, especially antimony,other 
authorities maintain the reverse of 
this, and this holds good of cther for- 
eign metals as well. The matter is 
confused by the fact that the impuri- 
ties of the lead have evidently some- 
times an opposite effect at different 
temperatures, and by the fact that 
the contaminations of the acid playsa 
part of their own. 

This question is really of great im- 
portance. Hochstetter quotes cases 
from his own practice in which con 
centrating paos for sulphuric acid 
were — acted upon in the course 
of a single week, and Hasenclever 
mentions similar cases. But even if 
we do not regard such extreme in 
stances itis far from being an indif- 
ferent question whether an acid cham- 
ber, a Glover tower, or a boiling down 
pan lasts twice as long or half as long 
in one case asin another where a dif- 
ferent quality of lead had been em- 
ployed, and such differences occur 
very frequently. Hitherto the parts 
played by only a very few of the met- 
als occurring in commercial lead has 
been known with any degree cf cer 
tainty. It has been generally as- 
sumed thateven very slight quanti- 
ties of zine and of bismuth are injuri- 
ous; copper has been regarded as 
useful by the majority of those who 
have paid attention to it, but the 
greatest diversities of opinion exist 
concerning antimony. Silver, cad- 
mium, arsenic and tin occur cnly in 
minute quantitiesin commercial lead, 
and their presence is generally agreed 
to be undesirable. Some have 
thought, but have never proved, that 
lead is the more acted upon, the more 
oxygen it contains in the shape of 
oxides. 

In order to settle these questions, 
which are of equal interest to the lead 
smelter and the chemical manufac- 
turer, I secured the co-operation of a 
very trustworthy pupil and assistant, 
Dr. Ernest Schmid, whose careful- 
ness and patience in carrying through 
upwards of a thousand accurate ex 
periments [eannot sufficiently praise. 

It was necessary, evidently, to lay

down certain limits for our researches 
and I resolved, therefore, to confine 
them to three admixtures of lead 
which I believe to be most important 
in this respect, viz., with antimony, 
copper and oxygen, leaving the others 
to themselves as certainly not calcu- 
lated to increase the resistance of the 
leads, We varied the concentrations 
of the acid, its percentage of nitrous 
acid and of nitric acid (going ultimat- 
ly up to pure nitric acid), Various 
temperatures were also tried. 


The lead which served for our re- 
searches was partly obtained through 
the kindness of the Royal Saxon 
Smelting Works at Freiberg, and of 
Prof. Ledebur, of the Freiberg Min- 
ing Academy, a portion of which 
was rolled expr:ssly for us by one of 
the principal cologne firms, The Frei- 
berg contained the following impuri- 
ties:

I give the name *‘Regulus Metal’’ as 
is usual in the North of England, to 
an alloy of about one part antimony 
with five parts lead. 


The regulus metal is not quite ho- 
mogeneous; the piece employed for 
our experiments was specially tested 
for copper, of which it contained 0°14 
per cent The antimony may be taken 
at 18°2 per cent. 

The soft lead which is obtained 
from Cologne as the purest obtain- 
able, was most carefully analyzed in 
our own laboratory by the method of 
Fresenius and by cupellation: it con- 
tained:

Several nundredweights of this soft 
lead were melted with varying quan- 


tities of antimony and of copper. in 
order to eliminate the disturbing in- 
fluence of the other impurities. We 


thus ubtained alloye containing ex- 
actly 0'2 per cent. of antimony, and 
0°02, 0°1, 0'2, 1°0 per cent of copper. 

The mode of investigation which 
was chosen was the determination of 
the loss of weight of the metal after a 
certain time of immersion in the acid, 
taking every care to obtain ac curate 
results by working in a perfectly 
uniform manner.

Arabics.—There is the ordinary 
jobbing demand, but in the absence 
of important business the market 
lacks features of interest.

Buchu,- -Short leaves are offered at 
lower prices in sympathy with ad- 
vices from London, where arrivals 
have had a depressing effect. The 
demand here is slow and the quota- 
tion of 27c for prime green leaves was 
merely nominal at the close.

Damiana,—Large orders aggre at- 
ing 10,000 lbs, have been received in 
California but as there is said to be 
no more than 5,000 lbs available on 
the whole coast, no business has re- 
sulted. Here the market is firm but 
quiet at 17@19¢c. 

Jaborandi.—_Ths market remains 
firm but quiet at32%,@35c as to quan-

Senna.—The demand for all kinds 
is moderate, but prices are steady 
and without change. 

Roots 

Gentian.—The firmness previously 
noted is maintained, but beyond job- 
bing sales we have no business to re- 
port. 

Jamaica Ginger.—The tendency of 
prices is strongly upward, as a result 
of small supplies and an increased 
demand. he new crop, now arriv- 
ing, comes to holders who appear to 
have great confidence in the future, 
and they refuse to shade 144%@l16c 
for unbleached and 16%@18c for 
bleached. 

Ipecac.—The demand has increased, 
but prices show no imprevement. 
The sales are wholly of jobbing pro- 
portions, and those reported agere- 
gate 1,500 lbs at $1 72%@1 80, as to 
quantity and quality. 

Jalap.—We hear of nothing offering 
from first hands, and in,ajobbing 
way there is a limited business doing 
at 27@36c, as to quality.

In determining the carbon of a 
charcoal it is customary merely to dry 
and burn the sample and calculate 
the carbon by loss. The following 
analysis willshow that such a process 
is fallacious. Sample 1 was purified 
by Mr. Hodgkin’s process, and sam- 
ple 2 by a modification in which it 
was first treated by acid, then with 
caustic soda, and again with acid. An 
analysis of the two samples made from 
the same sample of bone-black gave 
the following results:

The use of alkali was intended to 
destroy oily or nitrogenous matter, 
and thus give free play to the acid, 
and the result shows a: diminution in 
ash and an increase in carbon. On 
treating the ash with hydrochloric 
acid the iron dissolved out with com- 
parative ease, but on treating with lac- 
tic acid.as suggested by Mr. Hodg- 
kin, the action was practically nil. I 
think that generally such an ash is 
ignited at too high a temperature 
with consequent fusion. It should 
be heated for a prolonged time ata 
comparatively low temperature. An 
experiment proved that sample 1 pos- 
sessed rather higher decolorizing 


the decolorizing power when carbon- 
ate is added is higher than in the 
case of the phosphate. 

In order to prove that extent of 
surface did not affect the foregoing 
results seriously, the specific gravity 
of the calcium phosphate, kaolin, and 
charcoal were taken and found to be 
2, 2°4, and 2°65. The degree of com- 
minution did not vary greatly, and 
therefore the total surface exposure 
would be fairly equal. 

On comparing the experiments 
with indigo carmine, we are struck 
by the fact that they are entirely an- 
tagonistic to those with caramel, and 
contrary to what we should have ex: 
pected by anology. It is seen in ex- 
periment 17 that the result is nil with 
indigo carmine, and indeed the color 
was rather increased and in experi- 
ment 6 the color was iucreased to 
deep blue. From experiments 4 
and 5 we find that animal char- 
coal decolorizes a considerable 

uautity of indigo carmine, and 
that the addition of iron raises the 
decolorizing power only to a very 
trifling extent. From experiments 
13 and 14 it will be seen that the 
presence of acid or alkali makes prac- 
tically no difference in the result in 
the case of indigo carmine. 

In reviewing the results of the ex- 
periments dealing with magenta, of 
which only a few have been tried. we

Groves, my attention has been called 
to a paper on “Mordaunted Char- 
coals” by Stenhouse (Pharm. Journ, 
{o. 8.], vol. xvi., p. 363). Stenhouse 
prepared artificial decolorizing char- 
coals containing 7% per cent. of alu- 
minaand 7% per cent. of calcium 
phosphate, by adding these to ordi- 
nary vrgetable charcoal, and also by 
roasting together hydrate of lime, 
coal tar pitch and coal tar.

The results which I submit tend to 
show that carbon as such possesses 
no inherent power of decolorizing; 
that the use of animal charcoal for 
this purpose depends to some extent, 
especially for some colors, on its 
physical condition as an aggregation 
of cellular spaces, but mainly on its 
mineral constituents; that a research 
on these lines might furnish us with 
a decolorizing material having all the 
advantages and free from the diaad- 
vantages of animal charcoal; and 
that attempts at purification are based
